EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Restrictions Needed Now 


The tail is wagging the dog. 

That’s how we see the present and future of the driver 
training program in the high school. 

For if it is left to run of its own volition, there soon 
will be several cars and several instructors involved in 
the driving course. 

Naturally, any youngster, at 16, wants to get a license. 
And, quite normally, parents are interested in having the 
schools furnish this driver training. 

First of all, insurance rates are lower when under-25 
drivers have a certificate indicating successful completion 
of the course. Secondly, it is less expensive than paying 
a commercial firm to train the youngster. 

But when per-pupil cost for the year stands at approxi- 
mately $60 for each student using this service, isn’t it 
time to call a halt? Isn’t this the time to restrict the pro- 
eram so that all students may enjoy its benefits before 
they leave school, while at the same time not emphasizing 
the training beyond its real value? 

For as we see it, the schools are not obligated to pro- 
vide training for all students, the minute they reach 16. 
[he only obligation is to give the course before the stu- 
dents leave school. If the student or his parents are not 
satisfied to wait, then they should assume the extra cost 
of outside instruction and the additional premiums. 

You might even argue, by the way, about the school’s 
obligation to furnish the training at all. But this seems to 
have become an accepted part of the school curriculum, 
although it is not a basic educational course, as are 
languages, science and mathematics. 

We believe that more emphasis should be placed on 
these basic courses, in proportion to the driver training 
program. We’d rather see some of that $60 per pupil cost 
(for each student taking driver training) used towards 
improvement in academic subject training. We’d much 
rather see a new language made available, for example, 
than to hire several instructors to teach driving. 

[he tail is already beginning to wag the dog. Let's 
stop it before it assumes even greater proportions. Let’s 
restrict this part of the school program and put it in its 
proper place as one of the niceties of modern education 
which, while it may help create safe drivers, does not 
help broaden their intellectual capacity nor give them 
basic knowledge of academic subjects required in later 
years. 


More The Merrier 


We've been pleased to see, since our last comment on 
the need for more candidates for Selectman, the entry of 
names of several well qualified individuals. Others will 
be welcome. 

There should be no contest in which there are fewer 
candidates than double the number of seats to be filled. 
Then we will have a valid contest for each seat. 

At this writing, it appears that there will be a crowd in 
some of the contests, specially the one-year term. And 
there appears to be no end yet in sight, as far as. new 
candidates is concerned. 

If this keeps up, the voters will have a choice of good 
candidates for every term — and will, perhaps, have too 
good a choice in some. For there is a danger in having so 
many candidates for a job that the vote is split between 
them, allowing a candidate with a small portion of the 
vote to be elected. 

Despite this, we feel that the town is best served by 
having numerous candidates for each of the terms, so that 
the voters can have a full and free choice. 

Why Rate Will Go Up 

On several occasions we have pointed out that the 1959 
tax rate will reach $30 or $31, just on the basis of expen- 
ditures already approved by the town. 

Some persons have more or less frowned on this reason- 
ing as being alarmist. Yet we feel there is good reason 
for predicting the increased rate, without knowing what 
specific appropriations will be voted next March. 

One example of these automatic increases can easily 
be seen in the school budget. 

Last March the voters approved a¢ specific sum for 
teachers’ salaries. And using this amount, the School 
Committee established a minimum of $3,800 and raised 
other salaries as far as they could, living within the 
appropriation. Some of the raises became effective last 
April, some in September. 

But in 1959, all of the raises must be appropriated for a 
full year. Salaries for the present teaching staff were 
placed at $644,769 in 1958. In 1959, the total for the same 
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teachers will be $724,105. This is, then, an increase of 
79,936 over last year, for salaries which have already 
been authorized. 

The actual increase in the school budget for salaries, 
above this ‘‘automatic’’ boost, is $28,657, representing 
money needed to place present teachers on the salary 
scale and to implement the merit plan. About $20,000 will 
be needed, in addition, for new personnel required by the 
erowth of the system. 

[hus we see the reason for an almost inevitable in- 
crease in the tax rate — already-approved expenditures 
that we will actually feel for the first time in 1959. 

This same system of automatic increases takes place 
under the personnel by-law, when employees reach another 
step on the salary schedule. We have approved the by-law, 
including the standard increases. Now we must appropriate 
the money for the employees, as guaranteed by vote of 
town meeting last March. 

Thus we don’t believe it has been alarmist to point out 
the obvious — that we have already promised money for the 
year 1959 and that this money will cost all the town’s 
taxpayers more than they paid in 1958. An increase in the 
rate does indeed appear inevitable. And we can’t help 
believing that all municipal expenditures for what might 
be termed ‘routine’? operation of all departments will 
also go up this year, based on increased prices the town 
must pay for materials it buys and services it requires.

The Selectmen definitely oppose 
any plan that will result in paying 
subsidies to the Eastern 
achusetts Street Railway Co. 

Discussing the prolonged strike, 
the Selectmen indicated a marked 
preference for private ownership 
and responsibility for operation 
of the bus line. And they felt that 
other companies, which have al- 
ready offered to take over the bus 
routes, should be given that 
opportunity if the Eastern Mass 
strike is not settled. 

Another Andover resident, Rep. 
Arthur Williams, was also con- 
cerned with the bus situation this 
week. 

He called for a 
Essex County legislators, with 
legal counsel from the attorney 
General's office and a representa- 
tive of the Department of Labor 
and Industries. Williams said 
there may be measures that can be 
cooperatively taken by the com- 
munities to force the issue to 
arbitration. Expressing his adam- 
ant opposition to subsidies for thet 
bus company, Williams said he 
hopes methods can be found to 
settle the dispute and to prevent 
future inconvenience for the many 
residents of Andover and the dis- 
trict he represents.
